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the source evaluations in this report are definitive. 
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1. There has been an active traffic in US dollars in Vietnam for a considerable 
length of time . The dollars are smuggled from France and Thailand to Saigon, 
the center of the traffic, and from there to Hong Kong to be exchanged for 
gold and diamonds, both of which are cheaper in Hong Kong than in Vietnam. 

2. This traffic is organized by Chinese in Cholon, who use French commercial 
airline pilots 1 as their only method of smuggling dollars into Hong Kongo 
Chinese in North Vietnam have not been able to set up their own independent 
dollar traffic and act merely as agents for the Chinese in Cholon.
